I'he  General  Committee  begs  to  submit  to  the  Governors, 
Donors,  and  Subscribers,  its  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1935. 

Since  the  issue  of  the  last  Annual  Report,  the  Country 
and  the  Empire  have  suffered  a  sad  and  heavy  loss  in  the 
death  of  our  beloved  King  George  V.  As  Patron  of  King 
Edward  s  H  ospital  Fund,  His  Majesty  was  always  deeply 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals,  and 
the  Committee,  in  expressing  its  loyalty,  and  its  sympathy 
with  His  Majesty  King  Edward  VIII.,  Her  Majesty  Queen 
Mary,  and  the  members  of  the  Royal  Family,  is  at  the 
same  time  thankful  that  King  George  was  spared  to  celebrate 
his  Silver  Jubilee,  and  to  see,  and  to  feel  on  that  occasion 
how  close  a  place  he  had  won  in  the  hearts  of  his  people.

Wiseman,  J.P.,  on  their  recovery  from  illness.

At  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Governors  held 
on  the  27th  March,  the  President,  Lord  Bethell,  launched 
an  appeal  to  raise  .£18,000;  the  sum  required  to  free  the 
Hospital  of  debt.  To  commemorate  the  Silver  Jubilee  of 
His  Majesty  King  George  V.,  His  Lordship  offered  to 
provide  £9,000  on  the  condition  that  the  people  of  East 
Ham  raised  a  similar  amount.  An  Appeal  Committee  was 
immediately  formed,  and  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  W.  G. 
Davie,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  F.  J.  Leathers,  Lord  Inchcape  kindly 
consented  to  be  Chairman.  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Aid. 
T.  W.  Burden,  J.P.,  was  elected  Vice-Chairman.  Nearly 
*33,000  letters,  over  the  signature  of  Lord  Inchcape,  asking 
for  support  for  the  Appeal  were  circulated;  over  31,000 
within  the  Borough.  The  response  was  magnificent,  and 
at  the  31st  December,  £7,200  had  been  received,  which 
together  with  £7,000  received  from  the  President,  made  a 
total  of  £14,200;  leaving  only  £1,800  to  be  raised  to  secure 
a  further  £2,000  from  Lord  Bethell,  and  so  free  the  Hospital 
from  debt.  The  raising  of  this  large  sum  has  enabled  the 
deficits  of  £3,282  11s.  4d.  on  the  Old  Buildings,  and 
£2,499  10s.  7d.  on  the  Nurses’  Home  to  be  cleared;  the 
deficit  of  £2,296  4s.  6d.  on  the  General  Fund  to  be  turned 
into  a  surplus  of  £18  Is.  7d.,  and  the  deficit  on  the  New 
Buildings  to  be  reduced  from  £9,734  12s.  lid.  to  £3,800. 


The  Committee  finds  it  impossible  to  express  with  ade¬ 
quacy,  its  gratitude  to  Lord  Bethell  for  his  extreme  gener¬ 
osity,  which  alone  made  this  effort  possible  ;  he  has  earned 
the  heartfelt  thanks,  not  only  of  everyone  connected  with 
the  Hospital,  but  of  every  resident  in  the  Borough  which 
the  Hospital  serves.  By  far  the  larger  proportion  of  the 
money  raised  came  from  outside  the  Borough,  and  it  is  the 
Committee’s  one  regret  that  His  Lordship’s  generous  offer 
did  not  meet  with  a  greater  response  from  East  Ham. 

The  Committee  is  deeply  grateful  to  Lord  Inchcape, 
firstly,  for  undertaking  the  task  of  raising  £9,000  ;  secondly, 
for  actually  raising  £7,200  ;  and  thirdly,  for  his  own  gener¬ 
ous  contribution. 

The  Committee  is  also  very  grateful  to  Mr.  F.  J.  Leathers 
for  having  secured  the  services  of  Lord  Inchcape  as  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Appeal  Committee,  for  the  help  he  has  rendered 
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His  Lordship  in  connection  with  the  Appeal,  and  for  his 
very  kind  generosity. 

The  Committee  also  tenders  its  sincere  thanks  to  His 
Worship  the  Mayor,  Aid.  T.  W.  Burden,  J.P.,  for  the 
valuable  services  he  rendered  as  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Appeal  Committee,  and  to  all  those  who  contributed  to  the 
Appeal,  with  special  mention  of  the  following  liberal  gifts  : —

The  bed  complement  of  the  Hospital  throughout  the 
year  was  100,  of  which  a  daily  average  of  T2  was  closed 
owing  to  infection,  leaving  a  daily  average  of  98-8  available 
for  the  use  of  patients.  The  average  numbers  of  beds 
occupied  daily  was  95-4,  representing  96-6  per  cent,  of  avail¬ 
able  beds,  as  compared  with  94-3  per  cent,  for  the  previous 
year.  On  79  occasions  during  the  year  there  were  100  or 
more  patients  resident  in  the  Hospital,  whilst  on  the  24th 
March  there  were  actually  104  patients  in  the  Wards.  The 
admission  of  4  patients  over  and  above  the  normal  comple¬ 
ment  of  100  was  made  possible  by  the  provision  of  3  addi¬ 
tional  emergency  Beds,  making  a  total  of  4  now  available 
for  very  urgent  cases.  The  work  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart¬ 
ment  still  continues  to  increase,  the  number  of  new  Out- 
Patients,  and  the  number  of  Out-Patient  Attendances  during 
the  year  being  1991  and  1527  respectively  in  excess  of  the 
number  for  the  year  1934.  Of  the  total  number  of  Patients 
treated  throughout  the  year,  72-4  per  cent,  were  residents 
of  East  Ham,  10  per  cent.  West  Ham,  4-9  per  cent.  Barking', 
T9  per  cent.  Ilford,  -2  per  cent.  Wanstead,  and  10-6  per 
cent.  Other  Places.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that  the 
number  of  Beds  occupied  daily,  and  the  number  of  Out- 
Patient  Attendances  during  the  year,  are  the  highest  in  the 
history  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  General

The  total  increase  of  <£739  2s.  2d.  is  mainly  due  to  art 
increase  of  £558  13s.

Linen  to  the  value  of  £277  4s.  9d.  was  supplied  to  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  by  the  Linen  League  and  its  Manor 
Park  Branch,  thus  bringing  the  total  value  of  Linen  supplied 
since  the  foundation  of  the  League,  to  £4,538  Is.  Od.  The 
Committee  offers  its  warm  appreciation  "and  thanks  to  all 
those  Ladies  who  strive  so  perseveringly  to  meet  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Welfare  Society’s  contribution  during  the  year  was 
£500  to  the  General  Fund,  and  £250  to  the  Jubilee  Appeal 
Fund,  making  a  total  of  £8,350  since  its  inception.  This 
is  a  magnificent  achievement,  and  the  Committee  tenders 
its  heartfelt  thanks  to  all  those  whose  efforts  have  made 
it  possible. 

The  sincere  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the 
Ladies’  Aid  Committee,  for  Donations  of  £100  to  the  General 
Fund,  and  £100  to  the  Jubilee  Appeal  Fund,  during  the 
year,  A  total  of  £5,650  has  now  been  received  from  this 
Committee  since  1927  ;  a  figure  which  itself  testifies  as  to- 
the  enthusiasm  of  these  Ladies. 

In  addition  to  the  annual  contribution  of  £200  to  the 
General  Fund,  the  East  Ham  Schools’  Hospital  and  Nursing 
Fund  was  able  to  make  a  similar  Donation  to  the  Jubilee 
Appeal  Fund  during  the  year.

The  year  1935  will  stand  out  in  the  history  of  the 
Hospital  as  momentous.  A  total  Income  of  £34,402  17s.  ; 
an  average  of  95*4  Beds  occupied  daily;  72,407  Out-Patient 
Attendances — all  records  for  any  one  year.  A  General  Fund 
deficit  of  £2,296  4s.  6d.  turned  into  a  surplus  of  £18  Is.  7d.  ; 
a  Buildings  and  Equipment  Fund  deficit  reduced  from 
£15,516  14s.  lOd.  to  £3,800 — both  magnificent  efforts. 


It  is  true  that  much  has  been  accomplished  !  It  is 
equally  true  that  much  remains  to  be  accomplished. 


In  its  Report  for  1934,  the  Committee  drew  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  accommodation,  both  for  In-Patients  and 
Out-Patients  was  quite  inadequate,  and  that  if  the  further 
and  ever-increasing  needs  of  the  public  were  to  be  met,  a 
scheme  of  extension  would  be  absolutely  imperative. 


Thanks. 


Conclusion. 
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These  facts  are  significant  and  command  attention  ;  but 
a  scheme  of  extension  capable  of  meeting  these  needs  would 
mean  a  large  capital  outlay.  The  completed  scheme  would 
also  mean  additional  funds  for  maintenance.  Would  these 
funds  be  forthcoming? 

The  Committee  trusts  that  when  tho  time  comes  for 
extension,  they  will  be  forthcoming,  and  so  make  it  possible 
for  the  Hospital  to  carry  out,  in  an  even  greater  degree, 
its  service  to  humanity.

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NOTES. 

Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  patients  are  admitted  only  on 
the  recommendation  of  a  Medical  Practitioner. 

Patients  are  asked  to  contribute,  according  to  their  means, 
towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance. 

The  Hospital  contains  1  single  bed  Private  Wards.  The 
charge  for  these  rooms  is  5  guineas  per  week.  Special  Nurses, 
Laundry,  Massage,  Pathological  and  X-Ray  examinations  or  any 
Special  Treatment  ordered,  are  extra  charges.  In  addition  there 
is  a  fee  for  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  case,  the 
amount  of  the  fee  to  be  arranged  with  the  Physician  or  Surgeon 
concerned. 

The  Hospital  also  contains  8  Curtained  Cubicles  (4  Male  and 
4  Female).  The  charge  for  these  cubicles  is  5  guineas  per  week, 
inclusive  of  any  extras  and  Medical  or  Surgical  fees. 

Patients  will  be  seen  in  private  consultation  at  the  Hospital, 
by  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  at  a  minimum  fee 
of  1  guinea,  exclusive  of  any  special  investigations  that  may  be 
necessary. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  relations  and  friends  on  Thurs¬ 
days,  3-4  p.m.,  and  Sundays,  3-4.30  p.m.  on  production  of  card 
which  may  be  obtained  from  the  ward  sister.  Husbands  may 
visit  their  wives  on  Wednesdays,  8-8.30  p.m.  Special  arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  for  parents  to  visit  their  children. 

Children  under  14  are  not  permitted  to  v  isit  the  Wards  without 
special  permission. 

Ministers  of  Religion  may  visit  their  parishioners  every  after¬ 
noon  between  3  and  5  p.m.,  and  at  any  other  time  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

No  organisation  or  private  individual  may  use  the  name  of  the 
East  Ham  Memorial  Hospital  for  any  effort  in  collecting  money 
without  permission  of  the  General  Committee,  and  a  Statement 
of  Accounts  of  each  effort  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Hospital  within  a  reasonable  time. 

The  Secretary  will  always  be  pleased  for  the  Hospital  to  he 
shown  to  any  who  are  interested  in  its  work.

In  presenting-  the  Tenth  Annual  Report,  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  Collections  during  the  vear 
amounted  to  more  than  those  of  last  year.  The  total  for  the 
year  was  £716  4s.  lid.,  and  the  Ward  totals  for  the  year,  and 
for  the  nine  years  up  to  the  3 1st  December,  1935,  are  as  follows  : —

The  year’s  total  was  £102  19s.  2d.  more  than  that  of  the 
previous  year,  and  a  considerable  part  of  the  increase  can  be 
attributed  to  the  institution  of  “Home”  Boxes  referred  to  in 
last  year’s  Report.  In  all  but  two  of  the  Wards  the  amounts 
collected  exceeded  last  year’s  totals  for  those  Wards  and  the 
Committee  feel  that  the  “Home”  Box  system  after  a  year’s  trial 
has  amply  justified  its  adoption  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  House  to 
House  Collection  of  one  penny  per  week. 

The  Committee  feel  entitled  to  say  that  the  Society  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  one  of  the  best  sources  of  income  to  the  Hospital.  The 
payments  towards  the  Hospital’s  maintenance,  which  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  year  amounted  to  £7,600  were  increased  by 
£750,  and  it  is  certain  that  the  £8,350  with  which  the  Hospital 
has  thus  been  provided,  during-  a  period  of  six  years,  has  been 
of  immense  value  and  contributed  towards  the  increased  facilities 
and  improvements  there  in  recent  years  and  it  is  very  gratifying 
to  record  that  the  Society  was  able  to  hand  over  £150  more  than 
last  year. 

From  the  appended  Statement  of  Accounts  it  will  be  seen  that 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Society  had  £21  Is.  lid.  in  hand  on 
the  Collection  Account,  that  amount  being  the  difference  between 
the  total  of  the  Society’s  collections  as  in  the  foregoing  Statement 
and  the  £8,350  paid  to  the  Hospital,  which  shows  that  there  has 
been  strict  adherence  to  the  Society’s  principle  that  no  part  of 
the  collections  shall  be  used  for  expenses.  The  Committee  think 
that  .this  feature,  combined  with  the  fact  that  there  are  no  paid 
officials  or  collectors,  justifies  a  claim  that  the  work  of  the  Society 
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has  continued  to  be  meritorious,  even  though  less  successful  than 
formerly. 

The  C  ommittee  are  aware  that  there  are  still  a  number  of 
members  obtaining  very  satisfactory  results  by  collecting  regularly 
each  week  with  the  House-to-House  Boxes,  and  they  wish  to 
encourage,  rather  than  discourage,  that  method  of  collecting,  but, 
because  it  seems  to  be  impossible  to  get  a  sufficient  number  of 
House-to-House  collectors,  they  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
real  improvement  in  the  collections  cannot  be  expected  unless  the 
Society  can  raise  a  substantial  amount  by  means  of  the  “Home” 
Boxes. 

Turning  to  the  Working  Expenses  side  of  the  financial  affairs 
of  the  Society,  the  Statement  of  Accounts  shows,  in  the  No.  1 
Account,  that  there  was  a  considerable  excess  of  expenditure  over 
income,  due  to  a  great  drop  in  the  profits  from  Social  Events. 
The  Donations,  however,  show  a  substantial  increase. 

The  state  of  the  Samaritan  Fund  is  regarded  by  the  Committee 
as  quite  satisfactory.  During  the  year  certain  small  grants  were 
made  but  fortunately  the  necessity  for  making  grants  from  it  has 
arisen  only  infrequently  and  the  balance  in  hand  is  therefore 
sufficient  to  enable  the  Society  to  continue  to  carry  out  the  object 
for  which  the  Fund  was  established,  namely  to  give  a  little  assist¬ 
ance  to  any  member  whose  circumstances  may  require  it. 

The  Society’s  arrangement  with  the  Hospital  for  free  treatment 
of  contributors  to  the  collections  when  that  is  desirable,  is  also 
one  of  which  advantage  is  rarely  taken,  but  the  Committee  are 
anxious  that  collectors-  and  contributors  should  not  lose  sight  of 
this  benefit  which  can  be  obtained  through  the  Society. 

in  making  the  usual  reference  to  the  Hospital  and  its  work, 
the  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  sav  that,  as  in  1934,  there 
was  no  deficiency  on  the  maintenance  account  and  they  are  pleased 
to  be  able  to  think  that  some  credit  for  this  is  due  to  the  Society. 
They  are  also  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  improvements  at  the 
Hospital  have  continued,  but  the  work  there  has  increased  to  an 
extent  which,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  Out-Patients’  Depart¬ 
ment,  makes  it  very  necessary  that  there  should  be  further  im¬ 
provements  and  extensions  if  complete  and  efficient  service  are 
to  be  ensured. 

In  reviewing  the  social  events  of  the  year,  the  Committee  feel 
that  the  New  Year’s  Party  (a  successful  innovation  in  1933), 
the  Annual  Dinner  and  the  Outing  to  Danbury  were  very  happy 
and  enjoyable  annual  events  and  always  looked  forward  to  by  the

mittees  by  personal  contributions,  presented  him  with  a  suitable 
token  of  their  appreciation. 


To  the  artistes  and  to  other  friends  of  the  Society  who  con¬ 
tributed  towards  the  success  of  the  various  social  functions  the 
Committee  express  their  gratitude,  and  they  thank  all  those  who 
are  shown  by  the  Accounts  to  have  given  donations  to  the  Working 
Fund,  the  General  Committee  of  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  the 
Board  Room  for  Meetings,  the  Chairman  of  the  Hospital,  Mr.
